NEW FEDERAL TAX BILL. 


Just before its adjournment Con- 
gress passed a new tax bill, and the 
President signed it promptly so that 
the excise taxes affected by it would 
go in force November 1. 

The excise taxes cover many things 
the public buys, including automo- 
biles, trucks, household appliances, 
sporting goods, gasoline, cigarettes, 
wines, beer and liquors. 

Individual income taxes were in- 
creased almost eleven and _ three- 
quarter per cent. The final change 
by Congress, after the House had 
once defeated passage of the bill, was 
the reduction of the boost to eleven 
per cent on incomes of $2,000 or 
less. Increases of eleven and one-half 
to twelve per cent apply to single 
persons having an income above that 
figure and below $28.800. and mar- 
ried persons up to $57,600. 

Corporation taxes are increased 
from twenty-five to thirty per cent 
on the first $25,000 of corporate in- 
come, as of last April 1, and from 
forty-seven to fiftv-two per cent on 
all income over $25,000. The effec- 
tive tax rate on excess profits income 
is raised from the present seventy- 
seven per cent to eighty-two per cent. 

Other minor changes were made, 
not of general application. 





POSTAL RATE INCREASES. 


On the closing day of Coneress, 
the postal rate adjustment bill was 
passed by both houses. in accordance 
with the report of the conference 
committee agreed upon the preced- 
ing day. 

In the absence of any provision in- 
creasine fourth class rates, those put 
into effect Octoher 1 bv the Post- 
master General’s order, as authorized 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, continue in force. These 
called for a rate of 15 cents on the 
first pound in the local zone up to 27 
cents in the eighth zone. Additional 
pounds vary from $1.25 cents for 
local delivery up to 14 cents in the 
eighth zone. 

Some changes will be made in first 
class rates effective February 1, 1952. 
These include a raise of from 1 to 2 
cents on post cards and a similar in- 
crease on drop letters. 

The Senate increases in the first 
class letter rate from 3 cents to 4

cents and air mail from 6 cents to 8 
cents were eliminated, and the pres- 
ent rates were left unchanged. 

Charges for special services were 
increased, including registered mail, 
insured mail, C. O. D. parcels and 
special delivery. The special delivery 
stamp will go up from 15 cents to 
20 cents in price. 

Second class rates will bear an in- 
crease April 1, 1952, amounting to 
10 per cent annually for three years. 

Most important is the increase in 
the minimum per piece rate of third 
class bulk mailings, which is in- 
creased from 1 to I™%, cents, effec- 
tive July 1, 1952. The present rate 
of 10 cents per pound is retained for 
catalogs of twenty-four pages or 
more, seeds, cuttings, bulbs, roots, 
scions and plants up to eight ounces 
in weight. 

The bill to reduce size and weight 
limits on parcel post packages ex- 
cepts trees, shrubs, live plants and 
agricultural commodities, including 
seeds for plantings, and the present 
limits of 100 inches in combined 
length and girth and seventy pounds 
in weight remain in effect for the 
commodities named. By amendment, 
the reduced size and weight limits 
apply only to parcels mailed from 
one first-class post office to another; 
these are seventy-two inches in com- 
hined leneth and with and forty 
pounds in weisht in zones local, 1 
and 2 the weicht limit beine twenty 
pounds in zones 3 to 8. All narcels 
mailed to or from second, third or 
fourth-class post offices. rural and 
star routes remain unaffected. 





GRANT EXPRESS RATE RAISE. 


The interstate commerce commis- 
sion granted a new general eleven 
per cent increase in railwav express 
rates October 25, permitting the 
Railway Express Agency to apply 
the increases on fifteen days’ notice 
to the public. 

The express agency had asked for 
increases averaging twenty-five per 
cent and ranging in some instances 
to well above 100 per cent. The 
I. C. C. instead provided for an in- 
crease of 30 cents per hundred 
pounds in first-class rates covering 
general merchandise, with propor- 
tionate increases in all other classes 
of express shipments. The order pro- 
vided for a flat 30-cent increase in 
all first-class shipments under 100 
pounds. 

In addition, the commission au-

COST OF LIVING 
AT NEW HIGH. 


The cost of living in Septem 
made one of the sharpest climbs j 
the past year to reach a record hj 
according to report of the feder 
bureau of labor statistics. Advances 
in the prices of most items of cloth. 
ing and some foods accounted fy 
most of the advance. 

Prices were up six and nine-tenth 
per cent for the past year. Gover. 
ment price ceilings were in effec 
during eight of the twelve month 
At their new levels, living costs wer 
nine and six-tenths per cent highe 
than they were when the fightin 
started in Korea in June, 1950 


MORE BUILDING. 


Still further continuation of ty 
good market for nursery stock seems 
likely in view of the report that mor 
than 1,000,000 new housing unit 
will be started in 1951, although th 
official plan was for only 850,00 
of them this year. Housing starts du. 
ing the third quarter exceeded 
260,000.

The farmhouse grounds are divid- 
into the same three functional 
yeas as the urban home property; 
gamely, the public, private and util- 
ity divisions. The size, shape and lo- 
cations of these areas are determined 
wy the old, familiar fundamentals of 
ndscape design, which are unity, 
coherence and balance. Unity is the 
complete and orderly arrangement 
of the entire grounds; coherence is 
the logical connection between the 
diferent areas, and balance is the 
equalization of attention among the 
various parts of the design. 


Layout of Public Area. 


The public area of the farmstead 
features the house and includes 
the foundation plantings, the ap- 
proaches, the foreground lawn and 
possibly the orchard. To give the 
house a better setting, simplicity, cor- 
rect proportion of design and a cen- 
tr of interest are primary requisites. 
4s previously mentioned, the lawn, 
tees and shrubs are the dominant 
planting features involved here. 

No set style of planting can be 
recommended where the front facade 
of the house does not face the street, 
aw is usually the case with urban 
houses. However, the greatest em- 
phasis is usually placed on the side 
of the house facing the entrance 
driveway, although some planting 
interest should be placed at the side 
that is seen from the public road. The 
entrance to the house is as much the 
focal point of the farmhouse as the 
city house, and so should be empha- 
ized by appropriate plantings. 

Contemporary design features in- 
formal, assymetrical patterns in 
foundation treatment. The tendency 
in the first attempts to landscape 
foundations of farmhouses is to use 
© many materials which grow too 
large, and to select too many varie- 
tes of plants. Lower-growing mate- 
als should be used, especially be- 
neath windows and along porches, 
with the taller plants at the corners 
and points of emphasis. Fewer kinds 
of foundation shrubs are more de- 
rable than many kinds, and the va- 
neties used may be repeated around 
the house or tied in with the side 


yard plantings, so long as the varie- 
ties are adaptable to the different 
exposures. This repetition in the 
plant material pattern creates har- 
mony and unity in the over-all de- 
sign. Plants should be planted far 
enough away from the buildings to 
allow for natural growth develop- 
ment and to avoid dry soil conditions 
next to foundations or walls. Where 
it is necessary to plant in narrow, 
confined sections, hardy vines or 
ground covers may be effectively 
employed. 


The Utility Area. 


The utility area is the work por- 
tion of the farmstead and includes

many centers of activity. The plan- 
ning of this area should strictly ad- 
here to the uses contemplated. In the 
service area, convenience comes 
first, but this area must also be made 
as neat and attractive as possible. It 
should be confined in extent and not 
too scattered. A well planned farm 
utility court can save the farm fam- 
ily many hours of valuable time and 
miles of tiresome walking. The utility 
area should include the vegetable 
and fruit gardens, clothes-drying 
yard, parking area, drive and walks. 
Any future buildings contemplated 
for the next few years should be 
given consideration. 


Fences and walls are essential in 
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Landscape Plan for a Farmstead, by Prof. L. R. Quinlan, Kansas State College, 
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beautifying the farm home grounds. 
They can set the boundaries for land- 
scape development; often they are 
quite necessary to protect the differ- 
ent plantings from livestock, poultry 
or pets. Fences and walls should be 
substantial as well as attractive and 
be properly located in relation to the 
house, garden, driveway and high- 
way. They should be planned by the 
designer as an integral part of the 
whole farmstead layout. 

The private area of the farmstead 
is probably the most important unit 
for landscaping, and a well designed 
outdoor living room should be in- 
cluded in every farm landscaping 
plan. This area is in part the fam- 
ily’s outdoor living room, and the 
name is truly what it suggests, a 
place to live out of doors and enjoy 
the comforts of home. Here is the 
place to give vent to all the outdoor 
activities for the family, to entertain 
friends or just to spend a quiet eve- 
ning after the day’s work is done. 
A side porch or back porch, a ter- 
race, loggia or patio might be incor- 
porated into this design, along with 
the expanse of lawn or play yard. 


Design of Private Areas. 


The private area should be de- 
signed to fit to the fullest extent the 
space available. It should meet all 
existing conditions and be geared to 
the personal tastes, desires and needs 
of the family. The separate units that 
might be included in the private area 
could be various gardens, ornamental 
structures, barbecue facilities and re- 
creational facilities. Above all, do 
not attempt to include all possible 
developments in one yard, but select 
only those that interest the individual 
family. 

The type of shrub border plant- 
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An entrance drive, foundation planting and windbreak, two years after landscap

ings must be planned to best fit the 
needs of good, practical farm land- 
scaping as well as be beautiful. They 
may consist of single rows of largely 
one variety of shrub, which may be 
left unclipped for informal effect or 
sheared for a more formal pattern. 
Or they may be typical shrub borders 
with informal groupings of several 
varieties, such as one would most 
likely use in the design of the outdoor 
living room. 

The sheared form of massed foli- 
age is becoming increasingly popular, 
being both useful and ornamental in 
the farm landscape plan. Hedges are 
certainly in keeping with the simple 
exterior walls of our modern, one- 
story farm and ranch house styles. 
Hedges may be substituted as living 
plant screens for stone walls and for 
wood and wire fences. Wherever 
precision of line is sought, nothing 
can quite equal a hedge for creating 
an air of neatness and permanence. 

We find a tendency among farmers 
to desire a heavy screening planting 
along the highway side of their fore- 
ground lawn to eliminate the glare

of headlights at night and dust at gj 
times from passing vehicles and 
provide more security and privap 
from travelers along the highwa 
Coniferous evergreens are especial 
adapted for these roadside planting, 
either when used as tall, sheared 
hedges, or left in free-growing form 
A combination of plantings wih 
walls or fences can be most attrac. 
tive along the highway. Such plant. 
ings made with evergreens may k 
doubly effective if they give protec: 
tion against cold, winter winds, 
Woody vines should be an impor. 
tant part of the plant materials used 
for a farmhouse or ranch house plan 
There are many valuable and attrac. 
tive uses for permanent perennial. 
type vines and ground covers. Ving 
may be trained on trellises and used 
to cover unsightly structures. Decid- 
uous vines over windows or porches 
are desirable for shading purposes 
In some localities hardy perennid 
vine coverage on a wire fence may 
be sufficient protection for the smal 
fruits or vegetable garden plots. 


Entrance Features. 


Proper study of the walks and 
drives for their best location is of ut- 
most importance in the farmstead 
landscape plan, because they are 
such permanent features. Improp- 
erly located, they can greatly de 
preciate the value of the property 
and detract from its beauty. They 
should be surfaced so as to be servict- 
able at all seasons and to blend wel 
into the landscape picture. 


The visitors’ first impression of the 
farm home is gained from the e 
trance driveway. This drive should 
lead as directly as possible from the 
highway, entering at right angles and 
at a sufficient distance for safety. It 
should be wide enough and the tum 
around area large enough to accom 
modate all the machinery used 
farming, service trucks and 0 
vehicles, and there should be sit 
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gent parking space. A section of 
he drive should lead directly from 
he turn-around to the garage, con- 
yniently located on the service side 
of the house, and another branch 
sould go to the barns and sheds. 

As most walks are anything but 
ieautiful, they should be inconspicu- 
gus and break up the lawn as little 
5 possible. Concrete is a good ma- 
rial for walks, as it is easy to keep 
dean. Avoid curves in walks just 
for the sake of having them; walks 
dhould lead directly to their objec- 
tives. Walks should be wide enough 
for all contemplated use. All walks 
dould be at least five or six feet 
away from the house or other build- 
ing requiring foundation plantings. 
Avoid using large paved areas on the 
guth and west sides of the house, 
ince paving materials absorb and 
hold tremendous amounts of heat 
and raise the late afternoon tempera- 
tures around the house and also 
greatest glare. 

Flagstones or stepping stones are 
the least conspicuous and expensive 
type of walk, and these materials 
harmonize with the natural sur- 
rundings in a remarkable way. 
They should be used in the lawn 
area instead of more conspicuous 
materials, when possible, especially 
where the traffic is light. 

Most farm families prefer to have 
their visitors use some other entrance 
than the kitchen door, so the main 
entrance should face the driveway, 
and the park area should be located 
adjacent. If the yard is fenced, the 
gateway should lead from one park- 
ing apron to the main entrance. 
Emphasis should be placed on this 
entryway by additional landscape 
treatment. If a handy, conspicuous 
walk is provided and the main en- 
trance is well indicated by attractive 
plantings, the visitor will be easily 
led to the farm’s doorway. 

Place for Fruit Trees. 
It is a well known fact that the

One of the cutstanding suggestions 
of President Gresham, which was 
adopted, was to conduct an annual 
variety inventory of stock available 
to the wholesale trade from members 
of the Southern Nurserymen’s Asso- 
ciation. This information will be 
compiled, and the list will be avail- 
able to any eligible person, no matter 
where he may be located, interested 
in securing nursery stock in this sec- 
tion. Eligibility would mean that he 
was buying the stock for resale. It 
was thought that this list should be 
revised twice each year.

Scientists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture have known 
since 1920 that the length of day, 
like soil and climate, affects the 
adaptability of many plants to a 
given area. Some crops require a 
definite day and night cycle before 
they will form buds, make flowers 
and develop fruit. This requirement 
is satisfied for many crops by the 
longer days and shorter nights that 
come with summer in this part of the 
world. Other plants, such as the 
chrysanthemum, need the short days 
and longer nights of late summer and 
autumn to initiate flowering. Still 
other crops are unaffected by the 
length of day. 

The law of nature governing these 
responses of plants to the day and 
night cycle was discovered by W. W. 
Garner and H. A. Allard, of the 
bureau of plant industry, in the 
course of investigations on the be- 
havior of certain tobacco plants. In 
the greenhouse these plants flowered 
readily through the winter, but when 
spring came they passed into a non- 


flowering stage. Patient studies 
showed that this was not related to 
soil and temperature. Trials in 


which the plants were given eight 
hours of daylight and sixteen hours 
of darkness brought them into bloom 
and showed the day and night cycle 
to be the controlling factor. 

Termed photoperiodism, this dis- 
covery of the effect of the length of 
day on plant development has been 
of great usefulness. It has enabled 
plant breeders, through artificial 
control of day length, to synchronize 
the flowering of species used in crop 
breeding and to grow two or more 
generations in one year. A specific 
example of its usefulness is the recent 
successful crossing of species of 
dallis grass to obtain seedlings im- 
mune or highly resistant to ergot, 
a disease that has made it impossible 
to produce usable seeds in this coun- 
try. Although dallis grass is the most 
important summer annual pasture 
species of grass in an area from Texas 
to the Carolinas, our planting seeds 
have always been imported from 
Australia at considerable expense.

Plant Development Affected by Light 


By Dr. Byron T. Shaw 


As a result of the crosses that were 
made possible by the use of con- 
trolled lighting, we may eventually 
be able to produce our own seeds 
of ergot-resistant varieties. 

Knowledge of photoperiodism has 
enabled plant scientists to introduce 
crop plants into their proper latitude 
and to choose varieties for specific 
localities. Our common small grains 
are a good example of crops that 
grow and develop well on long days. 
That is the reason for their impor- 
tance in our northern states and in 
Canada. 

Another practical application has 
been the selection of suitable soybean 
varieties for different areas. Soy- 
beans can be grown from the Gulf of 
Mexico to southern Canada, but va- 
rieties adapted to the photoperiod 
of the Gulf coast will not form flow- 
ers and produce seeds farther north. 
There is enough information on the 
light needs of the improved varieties 
of soybeans to fit them into eight or 
ten narrow zones, sometimes only 
150 miles across from the gulf to 
Canada. Scientists now recommend 
specific varieties for each zone. 

The photoperiod is also important 
in the development of different varie- 
ties of other crops. The sweet Span- 
ish and Southport globe onions 
grown in the northern part of the 
United States will not mature in the 
south because the days are too short. 
The big crystal wax onions grown in 
Texas and other parts of the south 
need short days. In the north they 
bulb almost as soon as they come 
up and the onions are too small for 
market. 

Studies in many parts of the world 
have added to our knowledge and 
use of photoperiodism. Some varie- 
ties of tobacco and coffee respond 
readily to the intensity of light. As 
a result, the shading of tobacco and 
coffee fields with cloth canopies or 
slatted sun shields has now become 
an established practice in certain 
areas where they are grown. Other 
crops refuse to produce satisfactorily 
if they are shaded. 

Greenhouse operators are making 
use of the response of plants to light 
and darkness by controlling the 
blooming of chrysanthemums. In 
one case this is done by using a 
combination of artificial light with 
artificial darkness, obtained by the 
use of a lightproof canopy. The

This controlled light and environ.

On 
of these is equipped with a special 
converter supplied by a large mam- 
facturer that changes 60-cycle power 
to 360 cycles. Power of 360 cycles 
has several engineering advantages, 
in addition to increasing the intens- 
ity of light on the plants. Growth 
chambers similar to those at Belts 
ville have been built by several other 
research institutions. 

Out of such research as that om 
photoperiodism often come finding 
that become the real landmarks @ 
scientific and agricultural progres 
Much of the early work by t& 
U.S. D. A. emphasized the influence 
of the light period on plant growth 
Now, however, our scientists know 
that continuity of the dark pend 
is the controlling factor. They have 
found that it takes little light im the 
middle of the dark period to prevent 
flowering of some plants. With sy 
beans, for example, only twenty-five 
foot-candles of light for one or two 
minutes in the middle of the night 
is enough to stop flowering and 
production. This has certain impor

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New Method for Balling Seedlings 
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One of the important projects of 
he Soil Conservation Service nurs- 
«y at Tucson, Ariz., is the produc- 
jon of small trees and shrubs for use 
in establishing windbreaks on irri- 
ated farms in the soil conservation 


districts of southern and central 


jrizona and New Mexico. 


Until a few years ago bare-root 
slants were set in soil in paper pots. 
However, because of the high tem- 
peratures and low humidity at Tuc- 
on, mortality was high and the cost 
of production was much higher than 
at other nurseries where this type of 
planting was used. 

This problem now has been solved 
by Edward H. Morris, who is in 
charge of technical operations and 
propagation work at the nursery.

Production costs have been reduced 
by more than half, and two or three 
lots of plants now are being produced 
annually in the same space where one 
lot previously was grown. In 1950 
the nursery produced 40,000 trees, 
mainly eucalyptus, Arizona cypress 
and African sumac, and several other 
species of trees and shrubs in smaller 
quantities. 

In solving the dual problem of 
reducing production costs and the 
mortality rate, Mr. Morris has 
worked out a new method of grow- 
ing seedlings and an efficient method 
of potting or balling the plants. 

He decided to grow the seedlings 


in benches rather than in open beds. 
The main reason was that he found 
he could not lower the pH of the 
soil to any extent in beds. The euca- 
lyptus seedling is unusually sensitive 
to alkaline conditions, and satisfac- 
tory growth cannot be made if the 
soil has a pH much above 6.5, Mr 
Morris says. 

By using concrete benches, he 
found that the pH can be easily 
reduced by treating the soil with 
sulphur and sulphuric acid. After 
the soil has been treated, the salts 
are leached out. Another reason fon 
using benches is that there is less 
damage from insects than in open 
beds. Also, plants can be kept free 
of root rot fungus and nematodes. 

Mr. Morris says that he also has 
learned that the soil should be made

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up of at least half organic matter. 
This aids growth and also facilitates 
the balling operation. Plenty of 
humus binds the soil together; so 
the balls are compact and easily 
handled. Mr. Morris has had diffi- 
culty in obtaining this condition in 
open beds, but it is easily obtained 
in the benches. 

Mr. Morris has found, too, that 
the seedlings should be grown close 
together in the benches, a spacing 
of three and one-half to four inches 
between rows being satisfactory. If 
they are not grown close together, 
several branches form near the 
ground and the plants are not satis- 
factory for the balling operation. 
Plants are balled out when they are 
from four to eight inches high and 
are grown in the balls until ready for 
use, or about eighteen inches tall. 
Plants taller than eight inches are 
difficult to handle. They wilt easily; 
once wilted, the plants may be lost. 


In brief, Mr. Morris’ plant-pro- 
ducing system is as follows: 

1. The concrete benches, five feet 
wide and forty-eight feet long, are 
filled with soil and compost, half and 
half. 

2. The soil is treated with one 
pound of sulphur to twenty square 
feet and one gallon of sulphuric acid 
to 100 square feet. 

3. Leaching. Fine sprays are used 
to prevent surface sealing. Water is 
applied for at least twenty-four 
hours to remove all salts formed 
from the sulphuric acid. 

4. The soil is allowed to dry, and 
then the seeds are planted. Seeds 
are placed in a shallow trench, but 
not covered. Sprays wash enough 
soil from the sides of the trench to 
cover the seeds. 

5. Irrigations are of sufficient 
length to carry the water through 
the soil and leach out salts formed 
from the sulphur. 

6. Fertilization starts when

GRAFTING FOR 
THE SMALL GROWER. 


Many nurserymen seem to con- 
sider the art of grafting beyond their 
reach, as being something suitable 
only for the skilled professional. 
While this attitude is justified for 
some particular types of plants, there 
is no reason why any grower who 
has a small greenhouse should not 
attempt this type of propagation. 


Most large propagating nurseries 
have highly specialized equipment 
and specially constructed green- 
houses to deal with this work, but 
we have found in the past three 
years that in many instances the old 
methods of double glass, constant 
bottom heat and regular daily spray- 
ing, etc., are quite unnecessary. In 
fact, we have discarded the use of 
double glass for many of the plants 
which we are now growing because 
we have found that we get better 
results and far bigger stands by using 
a much simpler method. 


In all grafting operations it is 
desirable to have the understock es- 


tablished for at least six months in- 


pots before grafting. I say desirable, 
but it is not vitally necessary, for if 
you have not prepared for grafting 
this winter by potting last spring, 
then by all means buy some under- 
stocks if you do not have them or lift 
some seedlings from the ground now 
and pot into rose pots for grafting 
later in the winter. With newly 
potted understocks, percentages of 
successful grafts will be lower, but re- 
sults can still be quite satisfactory. 
Pot the understocks at once and 
plunge them into a coldframe, or if 
you have the greenhouse space avail- 
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able, place them immediately ony 
bench and keep a moderate te 
ture of 55 to 60 degrees Fahrenigy 
to encourage new root action, & 
soon as root action 1s ncticed, gral. 
ing can commence. 









The illustrations on this and 
facing page show the simple 
graft we use on ninety-five per guy 
of our material. A piece is cleanly gy 
from the side of the stem of % 
understock, but is left attached » 
the base. A scion of similar size » 
the understock is chosen; a slice j 
removed from each side of the bag 
and trimmed to an oblique angk 
The scion is then inserted behind tk 
flap on the understock, and the ty 
pieces are bound tightly togethe; 
No. 3 or No. 4 grade cotton twin 
which has been waxed with beeswa 
is used for this purpose. In the pas. 
at this point the grafts were placed 
under double glass, but now we take 
them and carefully wax the point d 
union with warm paraffin wax. 
the plant is completely dormant, sud 
as pink dogwood or maple, then w 
invert the stock and scion and dp 
it into the molten wax, covering al 
parts of the plant which are abor 
the ground, including, of course, the 
graft. These plants are then set on 
an open bench with no addition 
covering of any kind, and we simply 
water the pots as they appear te 
need it and maintain a moderate 
temperature of 60 to 65 degrees 
With the wax excluding all air from 
the graft, callus formation will slow 
develop beneath this protective cov. 
ering, breaking through the wax 
when it is well developed and ready 
to harden off with contact to the air. 
After the union is complete, the buds 
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o both stock and scion will begin 
i deyelop and will break through 
the wax covering without any dif- 
§culty. On established understocks 
it is quite permissible to remove the 
tp of the understock completely 
when grafting so that this operation 
does not have to be done later. The 
ilustration at the far right on this 
page shows a dogwood which has 
heen grafted in this way after the 
graft is well callused. 

With understocks such as biota, 
gruce and juniper, which retain 
their leaves or needles through the 
winter, it is not permissible to dip 
the whole of the aerial parts of the 
plant in wax; instead, the actual 
point of union has to be so treated 
with a small brush. These grafts are 
then plunged in moist peat, in an 
open bench, completely covering the 
pot and also the point of union, and 
are retained in the greenhouse with 
moderate bottom heat and even more 
moderate top temperatures until the 
grafts are well callused. They are 
then lifted out, the understock cut 
off and the plants allowed to harden 
up for late spring planting. 

The value of this wax method is 
that it greatly simplifies the normal 
gafting procedure and allows any 
grower who has a small greenhouse 
with a moderate temperature to at- 
tempt grafting operations on a lim- 
ited number of plants. As mentioned 
previously, we have found the com- 
plete wax dip method to be ideal for 
Japanese maple, pink dogwood and 
magnolia, where they are grafted on 
dormant M. kobus understocks, while 
the hand waxing of the point of 
union can be used on almost any 
other type of graft. 

Timing is of considerable impor- 
lance in grafting, as in all other 
types of propagation. We normally 
gaft our dormant material, such as 





maples and dogwoods, immediately 
after Christmas. This gives them 
ample time to callus together slowly 
and make new growth which can be 
hardened off before the plants are 
lined out in May. We graft biotas 
in February. They callus rapidly, 
and even when grafted in February 
are usually in first-class condition for 
transplanting in two to two and one- 
half months. We always leave spruce 
until March and plant this at the 
end of the planting season. There 
seems to be no good reason for this, 
but when grafting late in the winter 
with the spring rise of sap working 
with us, better percentages are usu- 
ally obtained. 

There are one or two points in 
question with this type of propaga- 
tion which are not usually consid- 
ered as being of much importance, 
yet I believe they are. First, the 
question of the grafting knife. Any 
knife will not do, and a grower who 
has some experience in grafting will 
well understand this. A knife with 
highly tempered steel which can 
carry a keen smooth edge should be 
used and should be properly sharp- 
ened. This seems such an elemen- 
tary point, yet I have the greatest 
difficulty in impressing the impor- 
tance of a well sharpened knife upon 
young men whom we teach to graft. 
They seem to think that as long as 
some sort of cut is made, that is all 
that is necessary. Grafting is analo- 
gous to a medical operation. You are 
cutting into the tissues of the plant, 
wounding and crushing them and 
exposing them to a wide variety of 
infections which are always ready to 
enter when given half a chance. The 
sharper the knife, the cleaner the 
cut, the less damage done to the plant 
tissues and the more rapid the re- 
covery of the plant from its opera- 
tion. Some excellent knives are avail-

Finally, a callus formation 


able in this country from Germany 
which are equal to if not better than 
the old Kunde knives. These are spe- 
cialists’ tools, designed expressly for 
the work in hand. 

The grafting twine should receive 
your careful attention also; if it is 
too thin it will cut into the tissues of 
the plant as they swell yet it must not 
be too coarse and clumsy for the 
grafter to use. A No. 3 or No. 4 
grade cotton twine is excellent, and 
if you are proposing to bury the point 
of union in peat, then the twine 
should be preserved with a one per 
cent copper naphthanate solution. 
Without such treatment the twine 
will rapidly rot even when protected 
with paraffin wax, and instead of the 
stock and scion joining together, the 
callus formation will force the two 
apart. 





PEONY FREIGHT LOWERED. 


The Cottage Gardens, Lansing, 
Mich., have just been notified by the 
western classification committee that 
their proposal to reduce the freight 
rate on dormant peony roots from 
first to third class has been favor- 
ably recommended. 

The new classification on peonies 
will become effective on or about 
January 5, 1952. This new classi- 
fication will mean a considerable sav- 
ing to those who handle commercial 
varieties of peonies in quantity.

Tree Maintenance

NEW FORMULA FOR SHADE 
TREE EVALUATION. 


How much is a shade tree worth in 
these days of inflated prices and the 
shrunken dollar? Because of the pos- 
sibility of including storm-damaged 
trees as an income tax deduction and 
because of the public’s increasing ap- 
preciation of shade trees, the arborist 
is called upon more frequently than 
before to answer this question. And 
he usually finds himself at a loss to 
answer it in a manner that satisfies 
either himself or his client. Most of 
the formulas or methods of evalua- 
tion upon which he must base his 
answer originated years ago and 
failed to take into consideration the 
fact that the cost index of the so- 
called essentials might change and, 
with it, the cost or value of all other 
commodities, including shade trees. 
Moreover, some of the older formu- 
las were based on so few of the 
factors which properly should affect 
the value of a tree that often an 
evaluation so determined was ques- 
tionable. Others were so complex 
that they could be applied to specific 
cases only with extreme difficulty. 


Being fully aware of this situation, 
officers and members of the National 
Shade Tree Conference and the 
National Arborist Association took 
steps in 1947 to remedy matters. A 
committee was appointed to develop 
an up-to-date method of evaluating 
shade trees, and Norman Armstrong, 
arborist at White Plains, N. Y., was 
named chairman. At the meeting of 
the National Shade Tree Conference 
held at Cincinnati, O., in August of 
this year, Mr. Armstrong presented a 
report covering the activities of the 
committee and suggesting a new 
formula for use in determining the 


value of shade trees under present 
economic conditions. 

Stated briefly, this formula gives 
shade trees a value of $5 per square 
inch of trunk cross-section, modified 
by species, form and health condi- 
tion of the tree involved. Applying 
the formula to a top-quality shade 
tree, twenty inches in trunk diameter 
and perfect in form and health, re- 
sults are as follows: Radius squared 
times pi equals 10 times 10 times 
3.1416, which equals 314.16 square 
inches of area in a cross-section of 
the trunk. This figure multiplied by 
$5 gives the sum of $1,570.80 as the 
value of the tree. 

As explained by Mr. Armstrong, 
not all species and varieties of shade 
trees are of equal value because of 
differences in inherent characteris- 
tics, such as flowering and fruiting 
habits, size and general form at ma- 
turity, strength of wood fibers and 
consequent resistance to storm dam- 
age, susceptibility to attacks of in- 
sect and disease pests, branching 
habit, amount of litter dropped each 
year and similar traits. “It is neces- 
sary,” he said, “that a list of the 
trees growing in each section of the 
country be compiled, that these be 
grouped into classes based on rela- 
tive value. It is the committee’s sug- 
gestion that five groups be made and 
numbered. The trees in group 1 
would be valued at 100 per cent, 
those in group 2 at eighty per cent, 
in group 3 at sixty per cent, in group 
4 at forty per cent and in group 5 
at twenty per cent.” 

Noting also that form and health, 
as well as species, are factors to be 
considered in making appraisals of 
trees, Mr. Armstrong continued, 
“Not all shade trees are perfect speci- 
méns. The person making an ap-

Thus, as indicated in this sampk 
chart, a hypothetical 20-inch em 
with a cross-sectional area of 314.6 
square inches is rated in group | a 
the species class, group 3 of the fom 
class and in group 3 of the health 
condition class. When the formuk 
is applied its value would be: 314.6 
times $5 times 60 per cent times 
per cent, which equals $565.49. Ifa 
10-inch silver maple, with a cros- 
sectional area of 78.54 square inches, 
were rated in group 3 of the species 
class, group 2 of the form class, and 
group 2 of the health condition clas, 
its value would be: 78.54 times $

Advantages of this formula are its 
simplicity and its flexibility. Th 
basic value of $5 per square inch o 
cross-sectional area may be increased 
or decreased easily as economic 002- 
ditions change. And, as Mr. Am 
strong pointed out, “Instances wil 
undoubtedly be encountered of such 
remarkable tree specimens that th 
basic value should be increased. This 
is a matter for the appraiser's judg- 
ment, as is the determination of the 
condition class of any tree. Aaj 
means or formula for evaluating 
shade trees must be flexible; always 
the judgment and opinions of th 
individual will be a large factor.” _

Plant Notes Here and There 


A recent letter from a friend of 
this column tells of a planting that 
he made on a partly shaded slope 
whi¢h proved to be one of the most 
pleasing in the entire garden of his 
client. Used prominently in the 
planting were Asperula odorata and 
a blue-flowered pulmonaria, two of 
my favorite spring-flowering plants. 
This prompts a few words in praise 
of woodruff and mention of its fas- 
cination to the ancients. 


Sweet Woodruff. 


The first reference found to As- 
perula odorata in the literature is in 
a Saxon leech-book of 1000 A. D., 
where it is referred to as Wuderofe. 
German references commence to ap- 
pear about the middle of the thir- 
teenth century, and by another half 
century the plant had reached Eng- 
land, or at least it had begun to at- 
tract the attention of the writers of 
that period. Although it appears to 
have made little impression upon the 
medical herbalists of that time, it 
was used in England in an ointment 
called herb-Walter, the name of 
which was later contracted to herb 
water. But it was as a strewing 
herb that it found its greatest use. 
As you probably know, it is when 
the leaves are crushed, as when 
walked upon, that woodruff gives off 
the pleasant aroma of new-mowed 
hay. 

We are not now likely to want to 
strew it on church floors, and maid- 
ens have long since given up the 
practice of carrying it in their hands 
so body warmth would release its 
perfume as a kind of spray deodor- 
ant, but gardeners still treasure it, 
not only for its sweet smell, but 
also for its tumbling masses of white 
blooms. It has the added virtue of 
growing in almost any partly shaded 
spot, covering the ground with its 
fine herbage and creating an 8-inch 
billowy whiteness in May. It grows 
readily from seeds and may be end- 
lessly divided. 

Erigeron Azure Beauty. 


It is exasperating to the lover of 
fleabanes to read repeatedly the old 
canard that none of the species is 
worthy of garden space. Yet I read 
just recently words to that effect 
written by a contemporary writer.

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


HOW TO KILL TREES. 

The killing of trees seems like a 
strange subject for a nurseryman to 
write about, but it is often an im- 
portant subject to us and to the lay- 
man. For many years in our early 
American history the clearing of land 
was an arduous and vital occupation. 
It has only been within the past de- 
cade or so that farmers have ceased 
to look upon the average tree as 
mere cordwood or lumber. 

The nurseryman is so intent upon 
propagating trees and keeping them 
alive and growing in the nursery and 
on his customers’ grounds, however. 
that he rarely thinks in terms of 
killing them. Yet it is often necessary 
for him to remove trees on his nurs- 
ery and elsewhere, and he is inter- 
ested in doing it in the most eco- 
nomical way. Trees can always be 
chopped down, but, with the high 
cost of labor, it is not the best wav 
of clearing land. The bulldozer is 
more economical. 

Although they are often difficult 
to keep growing and thriving, trees 
are really not delicate, but are often 
durable and persistent. They will 
withstand all sorts of climatic ad- 
versity and continue to live. We 
often think of sirdling as being an 
easv way to kill trees. but a tree will 
sometimes take several years to die. 
and in the meantime it will send up 
sprouts, which in some species are 
vigorous enough to take the place of 
the girdled tree. In addition, a vig- 
orons tree will callus over a narrow 
girdle and continue to grow. 

In river bottom areas in certain 
sections of the south, valuable pecan 
groves are formed by cleaning all ex- 
traneous tree growth from among 
the native pecans. To be able to clear 
these areas economically can mean 
the difference between a profitable 
business or a losing one. If my me- 
morvy serves me correctly. the poison 
usually used to kill weed trees is a 
calcium-arsenite paste applied to the 
girdled area. Although much litera- 
ture has been written about trees. 
the only reference I could find to a 
poison for killing trees was in the 
1949 yearbook of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. the vol- 
ume devoted to trees. The poison 
recommended, Ammate, was applied 
by cutting cups with an axe at 6- 
inch intervals around the trenk and 
filling them with Ammate, The tree 


is left to die before removal and does 
not sprout. An application of auto- 
mobile grease will also kill trees, but 
probably it will not prevent sprouts. 

In landscaping, too, the removal 
of a large, unwanted tree can be a 
problem.

I often receive inquiries from oy 
tomers who want to know if th.

antly warm to their faces if they wey 
standing near. Frequently we ap 
called in to answer the query as tj 
whether the bottom half of the 
plants will put out new branche 
Of course, they know enough not p 
burn tall grass and weeds, but the 
do not seem to know that even; 
small fire is bad for nearby shruk 
and trees. 

For some years we have been pr. 
sponsible for the care of a famous df 
boxwood planting. We have recom. 
mended that the dead leaves an 
branches be kept cleaned out from 
under the plants and that the gras 
near them be kept carefully mowed 
Peat moss and manure are usd 
judiciously to maintain the hump 
supply, without making too heavya 
mulch. The owners are frequently 
warned by others to spray for vai 
ous pests, but to my knowledge th 
boxwood has never been sprayed and 
is in excellent condition. We wam 
the owner that the greatest hazardi: 
not insect pests or diseases, but a 
carelessly thrown cigarette or a gras 
fire of any kind. 

We instruct our foremen never to 
burn anything on the grounds of ou 
customers. Weeds and _ grass af 
turned down, no matter how tall and 
abundant, and all brush is hauled 
away. If customers ask about bun- 
ing weed patches, we remind them 
of the humus they are burning out 
of the soil. 

On the nursery grounds fire ca 
be a hazard. This is especially tre 
for blocks that are almost sold out 
and are no longer clean and for tree 
blocks where the plants are well 
tablished and it is now the custom 
to stop cultivating after two or three 
years. Weed mulch is no longer cot 
sidered detrimental in the case d 
tree blocks and orchards. The last

Buddleia Alternifolia. 


Buddleia davidi and its many va- 
rieties are well known and common- 
ly used in landscape plantings, but 
Buddleia alternifolia, fountain bud- 
dleia, is seldom used, although in 
many respects it is a far better orna- 
mental shrub. This lack of use is 
probably because the plant is not 
generally known to the average 
homeowner. 

Buddleia alternifolia is an Asiatic 
species, native of northwest China, 
and was introduced in 1914. The 
generic name buddleia or buddleja, 
as it is sometimes spelled, is in honor 
of Adam Buddle (1660-1715), the 
English botanist. 

At maturity the fountain buddleia 
becomes a large shrub of twelve to 
fifteen feet in height, with long, 
gracefully arching branches. On well 
grown plants the arching branches 
may reach the ground, giving the 
plant a much better appearance than 
the one pictured on the cover. It 
can be grown as a small tree, but it 
loses much of its gracefulness when 
grown in this way. 

Differing from all the other bud- 
dleias, the fountain buddleia has al- 
ternate leaves. The leaves are narrow 
lance-shaped, usually two to three 
inches long, dull green above and 
grayish-white, hairy beneath, suf- 
ficient to give some grayish color to 
the general appearance of the foli- 
age. There is no showy fall foliage 
color. 

Coupled with the pleasing habit 
of growth and foliage is the striking 
flower effect. The lilac-purple flow- 
ers are produced in mid-May to late 
May on wood of the past year’s 
growth and are highly decorative. 
The fruit is a capsule of no particular 
ornamental value. 

Sufficient room should be given 
this plant to spread, since at matu- 
rity it becomes as broad as it is high. 
Growth is rapid in sunny exposures 
and in good well drained soil. Bud- 
dleia alternifolia is hardy and does 
not kili back to the ground, as do 
most of the other species of buddleia. 
Some pruning should be done each 
year soon after flowering so that 
new shoot growth will be produced 
on which flower buds will develop 
for bloom the next year. Seldom do 
severe infestations of insects or dis- 
ease occur on this species. Propaga- 
tion can be accomplished by the use 
of cuttings or seeds. 

Buddleia alternifolia should find 
more extensive use as a specimen 
plant even on the average-size home

YOUNG SAGINAW FIRM. 


More than a half page of the May 
13 edition of the Saginaw News, pub- 
lished at Saginaw, Mich., was de- 
voted to the progress which has been 
made by McDonald’s Nursery since 
it opened there three years ago. 

For many years Dr. F. J. McDon- 
ald, dentist at Saginaw and formerly 
mayor of the city, had been growing 
evergreens at his home and he had 
often given them as gifts to friends. 
When his son, Joseph, returned from 
military service in World War IT, the 
two of them began to talk about 
starting a nursery. Joseph took a 
short course on nurseries and land- 
scaping at Michigan State College 
and received a certificate from the 
national landscape association. In 
1948 he, his father and the four 
other McDonalds opened the nursery 
at 1019 Center road, a short distance 
from their home. 


At first they had only a small of- 
fice, which has since become a sales 
and display room for gardening ma- 
terials. A new concrete block build- 
ing now serves as an office and as 
storage room for equipment and con- 
tains two refrigerated rooms. Dr. 
McDonald and his sons worked dur- 
ing the past two years building lat- 
tice framework and fittings for a 
lath house. 

Joseph manages the nursery and 
supervises the five other full-time em- 
ployees and three part-time workers. 
The nursery offers complete land- 
scape service as well as nursery stock 
and, when business is rushed, any 
or all of the five other McDonalds 
may drop in to help out. Dr. Mc- 
Donald, especially, visits the nursery 
often after he closes his office. 

Always alert to new ideas, the Mc- 
Donalds letter not only the name of 
each plant but also a description of 
it on the labels attached to each tree, 
shrub and flower in the nursery. 
They also use plastic-incased _pic- 
tures to show customers how plants 
will look when in bloom or when

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 


PLANT INDUSTRY BUREAU 

MARKS FIFTIETH YEAR. 

Fifty years of plant science were 
celebrated at the United States De. 
partment of Agriculture plant ip. 
dustry station, Beltsville, Md., Octo. 
ber 24 to 26, marking the golden 
jubilee of the establishment of the 
bureau of plant industry. The re. 
search by scientists in the present bu- 
reau, which is conducted coopera. 
tively with the agricultural experi. 
ment stations in forty-five states, was 
the subject of a series of talks by 
leaders in research at a seminar 
opened October 24 at the station by 
Robert M. Saler, chief of the bureay. 

A dinner October 25 in the sta. 
tion’s cafeteria honored retired em. 
ployees who were on the staff when 
the bureau was founded in 190}. 
Among them were Dr. David Fair. 
child, noted plant explorer; C. §. 
Schofield, leader in the development 
of irrigation agriculture in the 
United States; Dr. C. L. Shear, who 
pioneered research in the diseases 
of small fruits; Dr. W. T. Swingle, 
plant explorer and breeder who aided 
in the establishment of the date in. 
dustry and who developed some of 
the first commercial citrus hybrids, 
and Percy Ricker, botanist, whose 
classification of legumes and grasses 
serves as the basis for research in 
these crops today. Two other mem- 
bers of the staff in 1901, who 
achieved distinction after they left 
the bureau, are Dr. Benjamin Dug- 
gar, Lederle Laboratories, the dis- 
coverer of the antibiotic, aureomy- 
cin, and Dr. Ernest A. Bessey, dis- 
tinguished professor emeritus of 
Michigan State College. 

The assistant secretary of agricul- 
ture, Knox T. Hutchinson, and Dr. 
P. V. Crandon, administrator of the 
agricultural research administration, 
were the featured speakers in the 
closing session of the seminar that 
evening. 

The laboratories, greenhouses and 
experimental plantings of the bureau 
at Beltsville and the plant introdut- 
tion gardens, at Glenn Dale, Md, 
were open October 26 for public if- 
spection of research work in progres. 

The bureau of plant industry was 
established in 1901 to bring together 
related lines of research already in 
progress in the U. S. D. A. These 
included studies in the breeding and 
improvement of major crop plants, 
the production of domestic tea, for 
eign seed and plant introduction and 
congressional seed distribution. At 
the turn of the century the scientists 
conducted their experiments it

Washington, D. C., and at the ex- 
perimental farm at Arlington, Va. 
They cooperated in grass and forage 
research with experiment station 
workers in thirteen states. 


The bureau’s research at Beltsville 
was started in 1931 with the estab- 
lishment of a horticultural field sta- 
tion. In 1943 the former field sta- 
tion became the plant industry sta- 
tion, headquarters for U. S. D. A. re- 
search in plants, soils and agricultural 
engineering. Located on U. S. High- 
way 1, about twelve miles north of 
Washington, D. C., the station 
grounds cover 1,500 acres. In addi- 
tion to the offices and laboratories, 
there are five acres under glass. New- 
est structure at the station is a green- 
house built in 1950 to carry on 
studies with radioactive isotopes. 

Approximately one-half of the bu- 
reau’s full-time employees are lo- 
cated at Beltsville. The remainder 
are at one of the 180 locations in the 
United States, Puerto Rico and nine 
Latin-American countries where the 
bureau does cooperative research. 
Some 40 per cent of the employees 
are scientists. Others are in the 
clerical, fiscal, crafts, protective and 
custodial jobs required to keep re- 
search moving smoothly. There are, 
in addition, 700 collaborators.

INTERNATIONAL PLANT 
QUARANTINE CONFERENCE. 


Twenty-three countries were rep- 
resented by thirty-two participants at 
the International Plant Quarantine 
Conference, September 25 to 27 at 
Rome, Italy. The purpose of the 
conference was to consider the Inter- 
national Plant Protection Conven- 
tion from a technical standpoint and 
to reach an agreement on a final 
draft of the document for submis- 
sion to the sixth session of the Food 
and Agricultural Organization con- 
ference. 

Representing the United States as 
a delegate was E. R. Sasscer, head of 
the division of plant quarantines of 
the bureau of entomology and plant 
quarantine of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Frank Mc- 
Kennon, chief of the division of plant 
industry of the Oregon department 
of agriculture and chairman of the 
National Plant Board, served as 
alternate. Mr. Sasscer was ap- 
pointed vice-chairman of the draft- 
ing committee at the conference. 

In addition to taking into consid- 
eration the more than eighty sug- 
gestions made by delegates to the 
conference during the 2-day discus- 
sion, the drafting committee also 
considered the instructions received 
from the acting assistant secretary 
for United Nations affairs, Durward 
V. Sandifer. The revised draft was 
unanimously adopted by the confer- 
ence and is now considered accept- 

After considering the revised docu- 
ment, Mr. Sasscer reported to the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture that he believes the United 
States should support future inter- 
national plant protection confer- 
ences. He believes that it can be done 
without sacrificing our own plant 
protection laws and without limiting 
the power of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 

While much of the document deals 
with the setting up and enforcement 
of international plant protection 
laws, articles four and nine contain 
specific agreements to which con- 
tracting governments must adhere. 
Article four states requirements ‘n 
relation to imports. In brief, it lists 
the authority of contracting govern- 
ments to prescribe restrictions or re- 
quirements on imported plants or 
plant products, to prohibit the im- 
portation of particular plants or 
plant products, to inspect or detain 
particular consignments and to treat, 
destroy or refuse entry to particular 
consignments. Such authority is 
granted in the interest of preventing 
the introduction of insect and disease

governments. 


In order to minimize interference 
with international trade, each gov- 
ernment must agree to take the above 
measures only when they are made 
necessary by phytosanitary consid- 
erations. It must publish restrictions 
or requirements on plant importa- 
tion. If consignments of particular 
plants may be imported through 
specified points of entry only, a list 
of the points must be published, and 
such restrictions can be made only 
when plants are required to be ac- 
companied by phytosanitary certifi- 
cates or to be submitted to inspection 
or treatment. 


Inspection shall take place 
promptly, with consideration for the 
perishability of plants, and, if the 
plants are found not to conform to 
regulations, notice must be given to 
the plant protection service of the 
exporting country. The number of 
cases in which a phytosanitary cer- 
tificate is required for plants or 
products not intended for planting 
must be reduced to a safe minimum.

BRANNAN NAMES U. S. D. A. 
CONSERVATION OFFICIALS. 


The appointment of Dr. Hugh H. 
Bennett as special assistant to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, in charge 
of conservation and research mat- 
ters, and the appointment of Dr. 
Robert M. Salter te succeed Dr. Ben- 
nett as chief of the Soil Conservation 
Service was announced October 29 
by Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F. Brannan. 

Dr. Bennett has been chief of the 
Soil Conservation Service since its 
creation by Congress in 1935 and 
recently was given exceptional per- 
mission to remain with the depart- 
ment after retirement age. 

A graduate of the University of 
North Carolina in 1903, Dr. Bennett 
entered the old bureau of chemistry 
and soils as a soil chemist and turned 
a temporary assignment into perma- 
nent field work. It took him into 
most of the agricultural counties of 
the United States and on special as- 
signments to Cuba, Alaska and many 
countries in Central and South 
America. It was largely on Dr. Ben- 
nett’s recommendations that Con- 
gress authorized in 1929 setting up 
ten erosion-control experiment sta- 
tions in cooperation with the states 
in representative agricultural areas. 

Dr. Salter has been chief of the 
bureau of plant industry, soils and 
agricultural engineering since 1942. 
Prior to that time he was head of the 
division of soil and fertilizer investi- 
gations. In 1940 he was director of 
the North Carolina agricultural ex- 
periment station, and for twenty 
years preceding that he was in soils 
work at Ohio State University, serv- 
ing during this period as chairman 
of the department of agronomy and 
later as associate director of the sta- 
tion.

VACANT LOTS INTO LAWNS. 


After reading the editorial, “An- 
other Reason,” in the American 
Nurseryman for October 1, which 
commented on a recent editorial in 
the Chicago Tribune suggesting that 
cultivation of gardens in vacant city 
lots might be the solution to the cur- 
rent civic problem of unsightly, un- 
healthy, weed-covered lots, Joseph 
E. Noonan, Jr., proprietor of Noon- 
an’s Nursery, Lynbrook, N. Y., was 
prompted to write the Chicago Tri- 
bune of local experience in solving 
this problem. As chairman of the 
East Rockaway-Lynbrook planning 
committee, Mr. Noonan wrote as 
follows: 

“We have read of your campaign 
to clean up the vacant lots in Chi- 
cago and thereby reduce the pollen 
count. Our planning committee has 
done quite a bit of work on this prob- 
lem, and we thought you might be 
interested in our experiences. 

“There are two main ways of do- 
ing the job, either municipally or 
privately, with groups of individuals 
doing a certain number of lots within 
their area. In most cases the mu- 
nicipal job can be done for less than 
cities are now paying for lot-cleaning 
and allied work. All that is required 
is that the cities cut the vacant areas 
about every three or four weeks. This 
would keep them mowed as you 
would a lawn, thereby eliminating all 
poisonous and pollen-bearing weeds. 
In the meantime, such action would 
give a parklike appearance to the 
whole city, with lawns dotted 
throughout, instead of debris and 
weed filled lots. 

On those lots where trees and 
dense underbrush prevail, the cutte1 
bar mowers would just cut up to 
these areas. This would give the 
same effect as along our parkways, 
with native flora bordered by a strip 
of grass from ten to forty feet wide. 
The pollen-bearing weeds would not 
be missed by this method, as these 
weeds grow only in open areas, not 
in shade. 

Most cities now clean up so many 
lots each year. But the weeds are 
left to grow up again, and when the 
neighbors see the lots are uncared 
for, they once again dispose of their 
rubbish on them, and the next year 
the lots are back to the same weed- 
covered, junk-filled condition. 

When through cutting, the work- 
men generally cart away all the cut 
vegetation, just as they do when fol- 
lowing the sickle bar mowers along 
the edge of a road. This practice is 
completely unnecessary and extreme- 
ly expensive.

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does not hinder the growth of the 

ass below it and is no fire hazard, 

as the cut weed tops quickly decom- 
, becoming too wet to burn. 

As to one of these spectacular 
clean-up jobs, which are expensive, 
how much better just to mow the 
yacant areas three to seven times a 
season. Then the following year, for 
the same amount of money or less, 
the city would have lawnlike areas, 
instead of more debris and weed 
filled lots to do over. And we have 
found that the amount of debris 
thrown on vacant areas once they 
are kept cut dwindles to practically 
nothing. 

The other method, of private in- 
dividuals doing the clean-up job, can 
best be told by the following story. 
My home is located in an area of 
about six blocks on which are lo- 
cated fifty-five families and about 
six acres of vacant land. One of the 
families contributed a sickle bar 
mower, and each family pays $2 a 
season, for which all the lots are kept 
mowed like lawns. The members of 
this group have been amazed at the 
result and consider it the best $2 
investment they ever made. Our 
community looks not 100 per cent, 
but 1,000 per cent improved. 

Now the above procedures are not 
panaceas, but common sense and 
tried and successful solutions to a 
vexing problem. This plan is flexible 
in its setup. All the vacant lots 
would not have to be mowed like 
lawns. Victory or vegetable gardens 
could be planted on them, horseshoe 
pitching areas laid out, supplemen- 
tary playgrounds installed and many 
other things done with them. Our 
point is that before the lots are so 
used or after they are no longer so 
used, the growth on them should be 
kept cut as lawns. 

The keeping of lots cut as lawns 
would be a major victory from a 
medical, beautification and cultural 
standpoint. The resulting feeling of 
pride and accomplishment would 
give to many towns an esprit de corps 
and a social consciousness they never 
before felt. Maintaining the vacant 
areas as lawns could be the cultural 
spark that would give life to many 
planned and hoped-for improve- 
ments in both the physical and social 
aspects of the community.”

FARM LANDSCAPING.

kinds are rural residents. Ever 
farmstead landscape plan should jp. 
clude an orchard and a small fruits 
garden. Nothing can provide a more 
beautiful setting around the farm. 
house than a well kept orchard 
There is generally plenty of room 
around the farmhouse for extensive 
fruit plantings, whereas city dwellers 
are greatly limited in space. Fruits 
can be planned both for beauty and 
utility on the farm. The landscape 
salesman can render valuable service 
to his client in advising him of varie. 
ties adapted to local soil and weather 
conditions. 


Most farm families are in position 
to reap much benefit from growing 
their own fruits. Right now presery. 
ation of fruits is being done on a 
greater scale with home freezers and 
food lockers for storage. 


Adequate space in the farm garden 
should be devoted to asparagus, rhu- 
barb, strawberries, etc. Straw. 
berries can be effectively worked into 
the design of the flower and vegetable 
garden as edging plants. Bramble 
fruits and grapevines often can be 
used as barrier plants around the 
service area or be trained along a 
border fence or a garage wall. 
Grapevines are highly ornamental 
and may serve to cover arbors, arch- 
ways, pergolas and fences. 


Fruit trees may be included in the 
landscape of the farm grounds where 
they will serve the triple purpose of 
being attractive, providing shade and 
providing fruit. Certain fruit trees 
can be equal in landscape beauty to 
ornamentals, provided they are in- 
sect and disease-free. When used in 
formal arrangements, fruit trees are 
beautiful throughout the different 
seasons, but are especially so when 
in flower and fruit. There are sev- 
eral types of shrub fruits that may 
be used effectively in borders. 


There are fruit trees adapted to 
every locality for planting as we 
would use ornamentals in urban 
landscaping, such as on lawns, in 
borders as accent trees, for corner 
plantings and for enframing vistas. 
The so-called dwarf fruit trees and 
natural medium-size varieties should 
be used as much as possible. There 
may be some spots where espaliers 
or cordons might be planted, but 
these tree forms are really not too 
practical for farm landscaping. 
Where spraying presents a problem, 
some fruit tree varieties may have to 
be eliminated for landscape use. If 
spray equipment is at hand and a 
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graying program is followed in the 
orchard, this will present no problem. 
Planting Sequence. 

With the master plan approved, it 
is well then to work out with the 
farm client a logical sequence in the 
farm landscape work program. The 
following is a suggested, but flexible 
plan, which can be varied to meet 
individual needs. Probably no two 
landscape consultants could agree ex- 
actly on such a plan of work. As 
already discussed, however, the 
cleanup program, the primary wind- 
break installations and a suitable 
lawn around the house should all be 
at least well under way before any 
actual plantings of ornamental 
plants are attempted. 

As the first step in the planting 
program proper for the farmstead, 
shade trees should be correctly lo- 
cated and planted as soon as possible, 
especially if no old trees exist on the 
grounds. Shade trees will need to 
attain considerable growth before 
maximum benefits can be had from 
them. Trees are attractive for their 
foliage, flowers and fruits in spring 
and summer and for their shape in 
winter. They form a background 
for various landscape units or may 
enframe the house or screen undesir- 
able views. They serve as cloisters 
for birds that destroy insect pests in 
field and garden in the summer and 
serve as a haven for those that re- 
main in winter. 

To look as naturalistic as possible, 
trees should be planted off-line, with 
somewhat irregular spacings. Mul- 
tiple-trunk trees help to create this 
character and give a modern touch 
to the scene. Use groups of trees 
rather than single specimens or row 
plantings. A beautiful spacious lawn 
enclosed by simple plantings of tree 
groups gives unity to the grounds 
and creates a restful rural setting for 
the house, reflecting the character of 
the countryside. 


Foundation plantings, or plantings 
around the base of the house, come 
next. Here is where considerable 
money will be spent on quality plants 
to soften the harsh lines of the house 
and make the landscape picture pre- 
sentable from the highway. Founda- 
tion planting for the farmhouse pre- 
sents an interesting challenge to the 
landscape consultant who has pre- 
viously landscaped only urban homes. 
This is because of the complexities 
found in rural home design which 
vary a great deal in height of founda- 
tions, typesof entrances and windows, 
as well as in general architecture.

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should seek to be in harmony with 
modern farm architecture, where the 
low, rambling, one-story ranch house 
style is now the vogue. A well bal. 
anced planting should be mage 
around the house and other build. 
ings. An all-coniferous planting may 
be too heavy for the modern house 
and an all-deciduous one too weak 
as well as lacking in character jp 
winter. Variety may be added hy 
introducing adaptable broad-leaveg 
evergreens and some _  deciduoys 
shrubs along with a limited use of 
coniferous stock. Some low -growing, 
spreading or globe-shaped forms 
should be planted to keep in style 
with modern, low, horizontal lines 

Probably the shrub borders 
screen plantings should be put ip 
next, and these should be composed 
mostly of basic or structural plants, 
Besides separating flower and vege. 
table gardens, outdoor living rooms, 
play areas and service areas, these 
shrub plantings also form back. 
grounds for flower borders and serve 
to terminate architectural features 
in gardens. They may also screen 
unsightly views which necessarily 
exist on the farm but are not condu 
cive to an attractive landscape pic- 
ture. 

The large, outdoor living room 
areas, the flower gardens and other 
individual units can be fully devel- 
oped after the enclosure plantings 
are finished. Some protection has 
been created by the basic screening 
plantings, and the farmer can begin 


















to grow certain plants that he could 
not before in the exposed areas. Any 
garden, no matter how small, or how 
simple cannot be a garden until it 
has been enclosed at least on three 
sides. It is a principle of good design 
to have the garden on some sort of 
axis, even On an imaginary one, and 
it should be terminated by some 
planting feature or composition. 

It is well to reserve a spot or two 
in the plans for a few specimen trees, 
shrubs and perennials, which may 
next be planted. But specimens 
should not be overdone, or this will 
create an air of spottiness and di- 
vided interest, and too much of this 
is certainly not in keeping with mod- 
ern landscape trends. 

Lastly in the planning sequence 
should be the installation of any gar 
den accessories, such as furniture, 
picnic ovens, pergolas, arbors, shel 
ters, bird baths and other ornaments. 
Landscape plantings should be near- 
ly completed before any of these are 
set out, but these features should be 
included in the list of materials m 
the long-time landscape plan. As 
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these items do not have to grow or 
develop to reach their full beauty, 
they can be installed as funds permit. 

Garden features for the rural land- 
gape should be selected with ex- 
treme care and even used quite spar- 
ingly, for there is always the danger 
of acquiring too many gadgets and 
spotting up the yard. They may eas- 
ily be mislocated and thus detract 
from the over-all landscape design. 
Many garden features are definitely 
formal in character, and therefore 
quite unsuitable for rural use. The 
bird bath is probably the most useful 
as well as decorative accessory for the 
farm home yard. 

Simplicity Desirable. 

Simplicity, rather than elaborate- 
ness, provides charm and appeal in 
modern farm landscaping. To main- 
tain simplicity and neatness it is 
desirable to confine tree and shrub 
plantings to the outlying borders. 
Try to prevent your client from clut- 
tering up the landscape picture with 
alot of specimen plants jammed into 
locations already in planned har- 
mony. The client should be shown 
the value of a prearranged plan of 
using only plant materials which are 
needed and specified by the plan. 

The landscape man, too, should 
not be overambitious in his sales ap- 
proach and should not make an at- 
tempt with the first landscape plant- 
ing of rural property, as is too often 
done, to use as many varieties of 
plants as possible and make the farm 
home grounds look like a nursery 
salesyard. There should be a definite 
reason for using each and every 
plant, and the designer should have 
a workable knowledge of the plants 
he uses, perhaps even more so than 
with city properties. 

Do not sell just trees, shrubs and 
fruits to the farmer, but sell him 
landscape planning along with the 
highest-quality nursery stock. The 
farmer-prospect may desire to land- 
scape his property, but he may think 
he can easily turn to the countryside 
for his plants. It has long been the 
practice among many farmers to go 
out to the neighboring woodlands 
and pasture thickets and dig up na- 
tive plants for landscaping their 
homes. All such native plants are 
not wholly undesirable, for a good 
many kinds of plants common to the 
hursery trade are native American 
trees and shrubs, but cultured and 
grown in nursery fields. Explain to 
the farm client that digging up na- 
tive wildlings ‘s often a wasteful, 
ime-consuming practice, and the 
results are generally unsatisfactory. 
To a large extent, such plants have

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BREEDS NEW HYBRID PINE. 


After eight years of experimenta- 
tion, forest service research men at 
the Institute of Forest Genetics at 
Placerville, Calif., have produced a 
pine hybrid which may have the 
commercial importance of ponderosa 
pine and yet mature much faster 
than ponderosa. 

The first cross-pollinations were 
made in 1943 between the ponderosa 
and the Apache pine, and at the end 
of one year the hybrid seedlings con- 
sstently bore more bundles of 
needles than did nonhybrid pines 
from the same ponderosa seed trees. 
The hybrids also had much longer 
taproots. After two years of growth 
the hybrid trees were superior in all 
respects, except for shorter tops. At 
the end of a 6-year growing period 
the hybrids have longer and heavier 
roots, a thicker stem, thicker bark 
and greater height, heavier foliage 
and higher water content than the 
ponderosa. 


It is not yet possible to compare 
the hybrid precisely with both par- 
ents. The rapid early growth may 
indicate that the hybrid will reach 
maturity and decline faster than the 
ponderosa. It seems to possess the 
good construction qualities of that 
parent, and if it does, it will be valu- 
able for the lumber and fuel wood 
produced at earlier ages. Like the 
ponderosa pine, however, it is sus- 
ceptible to the pine reproduction 
weevil, and new experiments are 
under way to introduce the Coulter 
strain, which has a high resistance 
to the weevil, into the hybrid.

tant practical aspects in the develop- 
ment of night lighting in agricultural 
areas. The research has shown that 
as little as two one-hundredths of a 
foot-candle of light for the duration 
of the dark period will prevent plants 
from flowering. 

A recent discovery at the plant 
industry station is that a pigment 
controls flowering and other phases 
of development in plants. Research 
with’ a spectroscope has shown that 
the pigment is blue, perhaps related 
to the pigments of bile. It probably 
acts as a catalyst to set in motion an 
unknown substance, that stimulates 
flowering.

give recognition, financial and other- 
wise, to the tree worker as he ad- 
vances in knowledge of arboriculture 
and skill in its practice. The chapter 
has created a board of examiners, 
composed of three duly elected mem- 
bers of the chapter and appointees 
from local districts as may seem ad- 
visable, charged with the responsi- 
bility of setting up and conducting 
examinations for three différent 
classes of tree workers. 

The three grades, or classifications, 
with eligibility requirements for ad- 
mittance to examination, are: Cer- 
tified tree trimmer, minimum of six 
months’ experience in tree trimming 
and/or care of shade and ornamental 
trees; certified treeman, minimum of 
two years’ experience as certified tree 
trimmer or two and one-half years’ 
experience in general tree preserva- 
tion work; certified tree surgeon, 
qualifications for the classification 
of certified tree trimmer and certi- 
fied treeman and a minimum of two 
years’ service as such or the ability 
to pass the examination for certified 
treeman and a minimum of four 
years’ experience in general shade 
tree preservation. Upon qualifying 
for and successfully completing the 
examination, the applicant is issued 
the proper certification card and a 
parchment scroll by the secretary of 
the chapter. 


In other sections of the country in- 
dividual arborists are sponsoring 
periodic meetings. In essence, the 
meetings are inservice training ses- 
sions, which are attended by their 
own employees, friendly competitors 
and their workmen and others en- 
gaged in similar or related fields. A 
series of such meetings is currently 
being sponsored by Archibald Enoch 
Price, arborist at Glenview, Ill. At 
these weekly meetings, which are 
planned to continue for a period of

ROMAN CANDLES DISPERSE 
STARLINGS IN CITY. 


Officials of a number of cities and 
perhaps some arborists, too, would 
heave a heartfelt sigh of relief if the 
starlings, an import from Europe of 
sixty years’ standing, would suddenly 
and permanently depart this land of 
their adoption. For though a single 
starling or even a few pairs of these 
brownish-black birds may be at- 
tractive, when they congregate in 
great flocks and at night roost side 
by side on every branch of every tree 
ina city block, covering sidewalks 
and parked cars with their droppings, 
they become a nuisance of the first 
order. After a normally peaceful, 
bird-loving citizen has waded 
through the mess a few mornings and 
has found it necessary to wash his 
automobile from bumper to bumper 
before he can use it, he is likely to 
call his city hall and shout wrath- 
fully that something has got to be 
done about the birds. 

A situation of this nature devel- 


oped at Richmond, Va., some ten 


years ago. Huge flocks of starlings 
swirled in over the city at sundown, 
lected the trees in the Byrd park 
section of town, a choice residential 
district, for their roosting place and 
ettled down. Night after night they 
came, always settling in the same 
area, and calls began pouring in to 
the office of Ivan H. Smalley, city 
dendrologist. : 

All the usual methods of fright- 
ening away the birds were tried. 
Stuffed owls were tied in the trees; 
tn cans, bells and other noisemakers 
were fastened in the branches, and 
Roman candles were fired into the 
trees after the starlings had settled 
lor the night. Nothing had the de- 
sired effect, and the residents of the 
starling-infested zone were beginning 
to demand that the street trees be 
cut down or the top branches pruned

tions decreased with increased dis- 
tance from the center of damage. 
At one mile the maximum concen- 
tration of fluorides in the oldest 
needles was 620 parts per million; 
at three miles, 130 ppm; at six to 
even miles, forty ppm, and at nine 
miles, 25 ppm. 

The highest concentrations of 
fuorides in the atmosphere were 
found within one mile of the center 
of greatest damage, which coincides 
with the location of the industrial 
area. Fluorides increase from year 
to year in the needles until they die 
and drop. Typical injury was pro- 
duced on pine trees in controlled ex- 
periments by fumigation for twenty- 
four hours in an atmosphere contain- 
ing hydrogen fluoride. N. W. 





LADYBIRD BEETLES 
DISRUPT EXPERIMENT. 


Nature can, and occasionally does, 
upset some of the most carefully cal- 
culated experiments that are devised 
by men of science. As reported in 
Science News Letter, Dr. Robert C. 
Dickson, entomologist at the citrus 
experiment station of the University 
of California, Riverside, treated 
melon plants with radioactive phos- 
phorus to check on the flights of the 
melon aphis, carriers of the virus 
that causes the quick decline disease 
of citrus plants. Treated melon plants 
infested with aphis were placed in a 
citrus orchard, and sticky traps were 
located around the fenced bounda- 
aries, 


As determined by the Geiger 
counter, few radioactive aphis 
showed up in the traps, but a number 
of radioactive ladybird beetles were 
caught. It developed that the lady- 
bird beetles had been feeding on the 
tadioactive aphis and had, in turn, 
become charged with the radioactive 
Phosphorus. Although the original 
experiment no doubt was badly dis- 
mpted, it does provide additional

Although baptisias are of less jm. 
portance from the cut flower stand. 
point than some other legumes, th 
genus has much good cutting mg. 
terial in both flowers and foliage. | 
have had nine species under test dur. 
ing the years, none of them lacking 
in some garden value. However. B 
simplicifolia proved not hardy her 
in northern Michigan. B. lanceo. 
lata was not reliably so, and I should 
not expect B. perfoliata to be. Th 
blue lupine-like flowers of B. aus. 
tralis are perhaps the best for cut. 
ting, and its legume foliage makes 
an excellent long-lasting substitute 
for ordinary greens in make-up work 
The bright yellow B. tinctoria and 
B. leucophaea, both hardy kinds 
also deserve the attention of seekers 
after unusual cutting material. The 
latter is found sparingly in southem 
Michigan and from there southward 
as far as Texas. The plant is rather 
floppy, the branches, which may 
reach a length of thirty inches, sel- 
dom attaining a stature of more than 
twelve inches. It is in June that the 
large cream-colored flowers are pro- 
duced in one-sided racemes. Lik 
other baptisias, it grows readily from 
seeds and offers no cultural problems 

That camassias hold real promise 
as cutting material is evident to all 
who are acquainted with the plants 
However, their cultural needs will 
restrict their use to growers who can 
easily supply these needs. That does 
not mean that they are extremel) 
hard to satisfy, for the only special 
requirement of camassias is that they 
must have plenty of moisture before 
and during the flowering period if 
they are to bloom their best. That 
does not mean that they must have 
the moisture of a bog, as one some- 
times reads, though one species, C 
leichtlini, does well in such a situa- 
tion in this garden. On the other 
hand, I have seen C. leichtlini grown 
to perfection in the leafy soil of an 
open woodland. 

All camassias that I have tried 
grow readily from seeds, but seedage 
means a wait of three or four years 
until the plants reach flowering stage

That is not a long wait for an am- 
bitious amateur, though it is a long- 
deferred turnover for the commercial 
grower, especially if he has to com- 
pete with the absurdly low prices 
which sometimes prevail in whole- 
sale markets. Normally, the bulbs 
produce few offsets, if any. How- 
ever, I have been told that the bulbs 
may be induced to produce offséts 
by injuring them after the manner 
practiced in hyacinth propagation. 
A system of vegetative reproduction 
might be worked out, with that as a 
basis, if the demand for bulbs or cut 
flowers justified the efforts. 


The following kinds are available 
from western and southern collectors: 
C. cusicki, C. esculenta, C. howelli, 
C. leichtlini and C. quamash. Of 
these, C. leichtlini is the best from 
acut flower standpoint. It varies so 
much in color as it is found up and 
down the Pacific region that one 
could obtain all the colors common 
to the genus by the selection of seed- 
lings over the years. 

Cimicifugas, especially C. race- 
mosa and its even better form, sim- 
plex, are well fitted for a number of 
uses for which they have not yet 
been tried. I suspect that their great- 
est value is in the hardy border, 
where their graceful habits qualify 
them for wide use. Not many seem 
to realize, however, that the two 
kinds mentioned are good for cut- 
ting, commencing with the type in 
July and continuing into September 
with the variety simplex. Both sup- 
ply large numbers of slender grace- 
ful racemes of creamy-white flowers 
on long stems. Some object to their 
odor, but it may be overcome by 
spraying the cut material with a 
cheap perfume of lasting quality or 
by the intermingling of a few sweet- 
smelling flowers.

northern Michigan in open wood- 
lands and invariably in good rich 
soil. In the garden they should be 
given similar treatment, because fine 
specimens are not likely to come un- 
less the plants are given a fair 
amount of moisture and a rich diet, 
preferably plenty of well decayed 
leaf mold. 

The type, C. racemosa, is a stately 
plant, growing six or seven feet tall 
under good culture, with long, feath- 
ery racemes in July and August. 
There is some difference of opinion 
among authorities as to whether C. 
simplex is a species. Some contend 
that it is a form of C. racemosa; 
others say that it is a variety of C. 
foetida, a Siberian species, while 
others give it the benefit of specific 
rank. Be that as it may, the plant 
is of much value as a late cut flower 
and as an ornament in the fall gar- 
den. It is not so stately as C. race- 
mosa, seldom exceeding three feet in 
our trials, and the flower stems are 
gracefully arched instead of being 
held erect, as in the type. 

Good astilbes are always welcomed 
by florists. That makes one wonder 
why the filipendulas are not more 
often used. From June to midsum- 
mer spiraea-like flowers in fleecy, 
foamy clouds above the ferny foliage 
make a most effective picture in the 
landscape and produce cut flowers 
of not a little value. From the fleecy 
white clouds, on 8-foot stems, of the 
giant Filipendula camtschatica, 
through the 3-foot growth and 
creamy eruption of F. hexapetala, 
to the pink flowers on 5-foot stems of 
F. rubra, they are plants of interest 
and value. The meadowsweets are 
usually grown from seeds, prefer- 
ably planted in an outdoor frame in 
autumn, according to experience 
here. If a cool greenhouse is avail- 
able, almost a year may be saved by 
sowing them in autumn and growing 
them along in a 45-degree tempera- 
ture.

plants form their first true leaves, 
when they are given a light appli- 
cation of ammonium nitrate. This is 
applied with a cyclone seeder im- 
mediately after an irrigation. Tissue 
tests are run frequently, and any de- 
ficient mineral is supplied as needed. 

7. When the plants are four to 
eight inches high, they are balled 
out. The plants then are kept under 
a fine spray for two days during the 
time the sun is shining. This permits 
the plants to recover from the shock 
of balling. 

This may seem like a lot of han- 
dling, but Mr. Morris points out that 
it is justified by the rapid growth of 
the plants and that the bench system 
gives a potential of three crops of 
plants annually. This can be accom- 
plished only if good seeds are used, 
the soil is properly prepared and 
the plants are given adequate ferti- 
lier in small doses. 

The balling equipment, which Mr. 
Morris produced himself, consists of 
acylinder sleeve insert, 3!/2x7 inches, 
from a 1941 Ford motor, to which 
two handles of strap iron are brazed; 
a push plug welded to a base; small 
sheets of tar paper, and a compres- 
sion stapler. The soil should be moist 
but not wet when the balling opera- 
tions are started. 

The steps in the ballirig, or pot- 
ting, operation, illustrated on this 
page, are as follows: 

1. The balling tube is placed over 
the plant and shoved into the soil. A 
slight twist breaks the column of 
soil loose from the bed, and the plant 
then can be lifted out. 

2. The balling tube is placed over 
the push plug and is ejected through 
the top of the cylinder. 

3. The ball then is picked up by

placing the index and second finger 
of the left hand straddling the plant. 
The ball then is tilted to the left so 
the fingers of the right hand can be 
placed underneath. The ball is laid 
on its side near the middle of one 
of the small sheets of tar paper. 

4. The edge of the paper near 
the person balling the plant then is 
rolled over ‘the ball with the left 
hand. The paper is held in place on 
the ball while the far edge is rolled 
forward. This is strictly a wrapping 
operation and the ball is not moved 
during the process. 

5. The paper is stapled while the 
ball is on its side. 

6. The balled plants then are 
placed in boxes and allowed to grow 
to usable size. 

Just before shipping, the balled 
plants are placed in the sun so the 
soil will harden and make handling 
easier. 

Mr. Morris reports that he has re- 
moved from the bed and balled as 
many as 240 plants within an hour 
and that the average laborer handles 
about 100 an hour.
